this 9th day of August, 1864.

NOTE. 


The occupancy of Little Rock by the Federal forces (after Sep- 
tember 10, 1863) is believed to have been the reason for holding 
this session at another place than the capital of the State. 

The acts of this session were printed.in a newspaper, “The 
Washington Telegraph ” (see page 24), and as there is no record 
in the office of the Secretary of State or elsewhere, that they were 
ever printed in any other form, and as no other than the news- 
paper copies are known to exist, it is believed that they have not 
before been printed in book form. | 

The rolls in the office of the Secretary of State have been fol- . 
lowed as closely as possible, and all changes made (to render the 
meaning more clear) have been placed in brackets[ |. The index 
has been made by the publishers, as the rolls are not indexed. 
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AN ACT for the preservation of the public archives of the State, and 


for other purposes. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the Governor of the State of Arkansas be, and he 
is hereby authorized, and empowered, in case there is danger of 
the enemy overrunning the entire State, to the endangerment of 
the public archives of the State, to cause the same to be removed 
to some secure place, beyond the limits of the State, and when 
the danger is removed, to immediately cause the same to be re- 
-conveved to the State capital, wherever that may be. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Auditor shall draw . his 
warrant on the treasurer, for an amount sufficient to defray the 
expense of transportation and safekeeping of the public records, 
to and from such places of safety,as the Governor may have se- 
lected, and that the records of the offices of Auditor, Secretary of 
State, Treasurer of State, Supreme Court, Chancery Court, and 
Military Board, be considered as embraced within the meaning 
of this act. 

SEC. З. Be it further enacted, That the resolution, approved No- 
vember 29th, 1863, prohibiting the Governor from removing the 
public property without the limits of this State be, and the same 
is hereby repealed, so far as the same conflicts with this act.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, 
That it shall be the duty of the Treasurer whenever any person 
may deposit in his office Arkansas treasury warrants which are 
bearing interest, to. issue thereon treasury warrants which are not 
bearing interest for the full amount of principal and interest so 
deposited, and the treasury warrant so redeemed shall be imme- 
‘diately cancelled by the Treasurer and that this act take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage. d

AN ACT to provide for the holding of elections for Senators, Repre- 
sentatives and prosecuting attorneys from the-overrun districts and . 
counties in this State. Ec 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That in all counties and districts where it is impracti- 
cable to hold elections in this State for Senators and Representa- 
tives in the State legislature and prosecuting attorneys.under ex- 
isting laws, by reason of the occupation of, or proximity to, any 
district or county of or by the public enemy, or by any movement 
of the enemy's troops, the qualified voters of all such districts or 
counties may vote for Senators, Representatives or prosecuting at- 
torneys for their respective districts and counties as hereinafter 
provided. 7 

Әке. 2. Elections for Senators, Representatives and prosecuting 
attorneys from the overrun districts and counties may be held in 
the military camps of the army and shall be conducted as follows: 
In every regiment, battalion, squadron or company in the lawful : 
service of the Confederate States of America, or of the State of 
" Arkansas, the officers in command of such regiment, battalion, 
squadron, or company shall appoint three judges and two clerks, 
qualified voters from each county represented in such regiment, 
battalion, squadron or company, who shall open and hold the 
` same and make out the poll books and returns under the same 
rules and regulations, as far as practicable, as ‘if the same were 
opened and held in the usual places now required by law, and 
allow all persons entitled to vote thereat, the qualification and 
privileges of voters being the same in all respects as if the elec-. 
tion were held in the limits of their respective counties or dis- 
tricts. That no election shall be holden for any district or county 
unless thereshall be present and voting at least ten qualified voters 
of such district or county.

Arkansas, That a sufficient sum of money, be and the same is 
hereby appropriated out of any money in the State treasury (not 
otherwise appropriated) to pay the several assessors of revenue in 
said State, whose asséssments have been made out according to `` 
law, for the year 1862, or for any previous years, the amount that 
may be found to be due them respectively for such assessments. 

Sec. 2. Ве it further enacted, That to enable the auditor to 
audit and adjust the accounts of said assessors;the clerks of the - 
several counties, be and they are hereby required to certify and 
forward to the auditor the amount of the assessments made for 
their respective counties for the year 1862. 

Suc. 8. Be it further enacted, That the provisions of this act 
extend to those sheriffs who have made assessments in their re- 
spective counties, for the year 1862, or for any previous years but 
have not made out returns on account of a want of paper or the 
* proximity of the public enemy; provided the sheriff make affi- 
davit to the same. a | 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That where the exact amount due 
any sheriff for such assessment, cannot be ascertained, the Auditor 
shall adjust the account according to the assessment of 1861 and 
the pay of the sheriff for said assessment shall be the same as he 
received for his assessment for 1861.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That in all cases where letters testamentary or of ad- 
ministration, have been, or may hereafter be granted. to any per- 
son or persons who is now or may hereafter be a soldier in the 
service of this State or that of the Confederate States, such exec- 
utor or administrator shall, and itishereby made his duty, within 
three months after the passage of this act, to appoint an agent, 
resident in the county where such grant shall havebeen made, to 
transact the business devolving upon him as such executor or 
administrator. | 

бес. 2. That the appointment of such agent shall be entered 
upon the record of the probate court, at the first term after such 
appointment, unless made in open court in that case such appoint- ; 
ment shall be then entered of record, and thereafter such agent 
shall be and act as the substitute of the executor or administrator 
so appointing him in all his fiduciary business, and subject to 
removal on motion of such executor or administrator, in the 
probate court, in which such agent’s appointment is recorded:

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the sum of twenty-five thousand (25,000) dollars 
is hereby appropriated to be employed by the Governor in the 
purchase of printing paper, printing. ink. and such other paper 
and-material as may be necessary to procure the printing of the 
acts of the General Assembly, the decisions of Supreme Court 
and such other printing as may be necessary for the use of the 
State officers in the discharge of their official duties. | 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted,. That the Governor be, and he is 
hereby directed to appoint a suitable agent to make the purchase 
of the material provided for in section one which agent under 
the direction of the governor may be authorized to invest the 

. funds hereby appropriated in cotton, the proceeds of which shall 
be applied to the purchase of such material hereinbefore provided, 
which shall be immediately delivered to.the Governor, who shall 
deliver the same to the State printer in such quantities as shall

WHEREAS, further, no one in said county is willing to give the 
bond now required by law, and take administration on said es- 
tate, and the same as it now stands is liable to waste and destruc- 
tion, and no means outside of said estate to provide for the sup- 
port of the widow and the maintenance of and education of the 
minor children and heirs of said deceased. Now therefore— 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the said Mary T. Davis as the widow of the said 
Henry H. Davis deceased, be and she is hereby authorized and 
empowered to take charge of and conirol all the estate of the 
said Henry H. Davis real personal and mixed without being re- : 
quired to execute any bond as now required by Jaw. 
~ Sec. 2. Вей further enacted, That the said Mary T. Davis be 
and she is hereby required to make out and file under oath in 
the clerk’s office of the probate court of Clark county a full true 
and perfect inventory of all the slaves and other personal estate

AN ACT supplemental to an act entitled “ An act to provide for hold- 
' . 4ng élections for Senators and Representatives in the overrun districts 
and counties in this State,” passed atthe present session of the General

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ar- 
kansas, That so much of the act to which this is a supplement as 
provides that all returns received by the first day of January 
1865 shall be counted, shall not apply to any special election for 
members of the House of Representatives of the Congress of the 
Confederate States, or members of the General Assembly, and that 
the returns of such special election not received within twenty 
days after such election shall not be counted. —

WHEREAS, in the present gigantic struggle for independence, om 
the part of the Confederate States, in which society has become so 
: terribly convulsed, the laws of the land in many instances, set 
aside, put at defiance, and trampled under foot, and too frequently 
the whole civil law paralyzed, and as in the opinion of this - 

General Assembly, it is of vital importance, and of .the first con- 

sequence, that the rights of the people be not only guaranteed to 
them, but at all hazards secured to them, and the civil law be 
upheld, and maintained, in all its purity and vigor, and to do this 
it is necessary that the courts of the State, supreme and inferior, 
should be held at their legally appointed times, whenever the 
condition of the country, make such holding possible, and as 
the Constitution of the State of Arkansas, makes it incumbent 
upon the Governor to take care that the laws are faithfully exe- 
euted, and as this cannot be effectually done, unless the courts are 
held regularly : therefore 

Resolved (the senate concurring), That the Governor be and he 
is hereby expressly and particularly requested to use all his ex- 
ertions to put the judiciary of the State in full operation, and that 
he urge each and all the judges of the State to hold their courts 
at their appointed times, whenever possible. That he take the 
` earliest steps to ascertain all vacancies in the different offices of 

clerks, sheriffs, prosecuting attorneys, and judgesin the State, and 
to fill the same; and ' 
д - 
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Resolved, That-he be, and he is hereby especially enjoined to 
exhaust every means in his power to uphold and maintain the 
supremacy of civil law. To bring to light and have punished, all 
crimes, and all violations of law, no matter by whom, or when, or 
where committed ; and 

Resolved, That all the means and power within the reach and 


control of the General: Assembly, be and the same are hereby - 


pledged to the executive in his efforts to execute the laws, and 
maintain the supremacy of the same.

Be it resolved bythis house, That General Smith, the commanding 
officer of this military department be earnestly and respectfully 
solicited, upon application of the proprietors of said manufactory, 
to grant such details from the military service, as may be needful 
in the extension of their business, under such restriction as he 
may deem proper and just. |
